formed. Preparation and plant- 
ing conditions are perfect this 
fall and the ground in excellent 
shape for manipulation. That 
pasture lands were looking 
good and cattle were getting a 
sufficient amount of good for- 
age which should put weight 
on their carcasses. 

Mr. Speer also related that 
on a visit to the Ona Live-Stock 
experiment station, that he 
found that they had done a re- 
markable piece of work in de- 
veloping sand land grasses and 
pastures. While the pastures 
were good, they in no wise com- 
pared with the lush pastures of 
the Glades area, and that local 
farmers so to speak “were in 
clover” so far as the grass sit- 
uation was concerned. Cattle 
growers in the Glades have an 
advantage in that they can graze 
more cattle and bring them on 
faster for the market when re- 
quired, say when prices are 
good. Wiik a cattle sale market 
established jin the Belle Glade 
area, òistill greater gain would 
be made financially, as it 
would eliminate the hauling to 
the far away markets, 

Dade county farmers are 
planning on an-expanded bean 
crop, but it is not going to ma- 
terlally hazard the Pompano 


, and Glades markets, for the 


crop raised will be pole beans, 
a new favorite with house 
wives. Dade county will also get 
into the sweet corn game this 
season, and several thousands 
acres will be planted to that 
crop, The potato and tomato 
crop are also expected to show 
considerable expansion this fall 
season.. Statistics show that it 
costs $450 an acre to grow to-| 
matoes, $350 for potatoes and 
beans, $100, in Dade County. 
From eight to ten, million dol- 
lars are paid out in wage and 
operation fees each year in that 
county. 

In comparision of costs for 
growing celery between the 
California and Florida areas, 
Florida shows quite a lower 
rate. This fact, along with some- 
what lower freight rates,’should 
give the Florida growers a bet- 
ter peak into a favorable mar- 
ket situation. Indications are 
that Florida, taking in all the 
celery areas, will show an in- 
creased reage over 1948, 
which as a whole was a pretty 
good season for growers and 
packers.

Lake Okeechobee | 
Area Gets Largest 
Appropriation 


Lake Okeechobee, lying vir- 
tually in the center of a vast 
water control area, will require 
the largest amount of ,money, 
$59,084,000, of any of the 13 
units in the $208,600,000 flood 
control plan, 

“The necessity for such a 
large expenditure around Lake 
Okeechobee becomes vividly ap- 
parent,” according to Col. A. G. 
Matthews, chief engineér of the 
State Division of Water Survey 
and Research, "when the inte: 
ested observer. realizes the lake's 
terrific death potential in time 
of hurricane, its importance in 
flood relief, and water conserv- 
ation. to such tributary areas as 
the Kissimmee Valley, Lake Is- 
tokpoga, Fisheating Creek, the 
Caloosahatchee Valley, 657,000 
acres of rich Everglades farm 
country, Martin County, Palm 
Beach County, and the Ever- 
glades Water Conservation ar- 
eas. 

“In fact,” Matthews asserted, 
“Success for most of the plan 
lies in the securing, the retain- 
ing, the discharging, and the 
efficient management of the wa- 
ters flowing.in and out of Lake 
Okeechobee. 
The major share of that mon- 
ey is to be spent on the gigan- 
tic task of moving over 89,000, 
000 cubic yards,of earth, in im- 
proving approximately 63 miles 
of canal and river channels, 83 
miles of old levees, and the 
building of 77 miles of new lev- 
ees, 

The canal work will consist 
of improvements to the St. Lu- 
cie Canal, and channel work on 
the Caloosahatchee River. 

The new levees on the north- 
west side of the lake begin at 
Fisheating Creek and run to 
the Kissimmee River. The old 
levee protects the northern tip, 
and a new’ levee wil guard 20 
miles of the northeast shoreline 
from Nubbins Slough to the St- 
Lucie Canal. From there the 83 
miles of the old levee stretches 
clear around the east and south 
side of the lake. Improvement 
and strengthing is planned for 
the present levees. 

Dams and control structures 
on the Caloosahatchee River and 
the St. Lucie Canal will cost 
$7,755,000, 12 highway and rail- 
road bridges in the area will 
have to be enlarged at a cost of

\Superintendent Watkins Gives 
ı Rotary Facts On Make-up 
And Operation 


Howell Watkins, County Su- 
perintendent of Schools gave 
Rotarians a birdseye view of the 
operation of our County schools 
on last Friday and definitely 
impressed his audience that 
this is big business. 

An increase of 1640 in en- 
rollment necessitated an addi- 
tional use for 50 rooms and 50 
teachers; four new rooms were 
added and 2 new buildings 
erected with one building 
moved. 

There are 100 buildings in the 
system of 55 schools and 21 of 
these are for negroes, There are 
500 classrooms, Thirty-seven 
teachers were added to the sys- 
tem this year. 

There, is a top salagy of $4, 
000 for teachers with a masters 
degree, and within two years 
no teacher will be employed 
unless he has a college degree. 

Transportation alone is a busi- 

ness having 42 busses operat- 
ing each day. 
Under the present plan Palm 
Beach County has 688 instruc- 
tion units and receive $300 per 
unit from state funds, and a, to- 
tal of a little more than 13 mills 
is assessed. for school purposes.

Increasing U. S. Imports Called Key To Prosperity 
Eventual solution of the problem of the foreign trade gap, 
sed by our exporting more than we import, will depend upon 
America’s willingness and ability to develop an import surplus, 
it was concluded in a study by a group of Tufts College econom- 
ists for the National Association of Manufacturers, 

In releasing the study, Earl Bunting, managing director of 
the NAM, said that at the recent meeting of the International 
Chamber of Commerce in Quebec, the NAM delegation, headed 
by NAM President Wallace F. Bennett, was impressed with the 
preoccupation of world business leaders with this trade g 

‘We must close the gap—by gifts, temporarily; by | 
investments during a transition period; and in the end, b 
level of imports,” the study declares. “There is, actual 
ternative solution. 

As defined by the Tufts group, an import surplus 
mean that our exports decrease.” 

“All that is needed is that imports increase more than our 
exports,” the report explained. “This means that we can best 
meet our problems as a creditor nation through expansion rather 
than wontraction of international trade." 

Most countries are suffering from the gap between their im- 
port requirements from the United States and their means of 
paying for them, the study said, adding that the term “dol 
shortage” has become another way to describe the foreign trade 
gap. 

The foreign trade position of Europe was used to describe | 
the foreign trade gap because of the “enormously important"! 
place of Western Europe in world trade, and because “the pro- 
blem of the gap is to a large extent a problem of European re- 
covery.” 

Emphasis was placed on the importance of restoration of 
multilateral trade, which, the Tufts group Said, “should be the 
chief aim of American policy,” and would make our adjustment 
to an import surplus materially easier. 

“Under such a system, our debtors
